GENERAL 


Dean, William F. General Dean’s story, 
as told to William L. Worden. Viking, 
$5. May 7. 

In spite of the wide newspaper circulation 
already given General Dean’s experiences as 
a North Korean prisoner this full account 
will be of interest because of its ordered 
chronological arrangement, the additional 
detail, and the natural, conversational tone 
that results from its having been transcribed 
from the General’s tape recording of it. After 
a few autobiographical details the General 
launches into an almost casual recital of 
his position at the beginning of the Korean 
War, his involvement in action, the events 
that led to his being taken prisoner, the long 
period as a prisoner, and his return to Amer- 
ican forces in September, 1953. The General’s 
modest, unheroic recital makes a remarkable 
story of war and imprisonment. Parts of the 
book appeared in the Saturday Evening Post. 


Noel, Mary. Villains galore ... the hey- 
day of the popular story weekly. Macmil- 
lan, $5. May 11. 

An amusing and informative description of 
a typical nineteenth-century commercial ven- 
ture, the popular story weekly, which made 
the fortunes of many an astute publisher and 
hack writer. The fiction written for these 
papers by such authors as the ubiquitous E. 
D. E. N. Southworth, Mary Jane Holmes, Ned 
Buntline, Laura Jean Libbey, Bertha M. 
Clay, and even the exalted Edward Everett, 
followed the well-worn pattern of escape lit- 
erature, in which innocent virtue invariably 
triumphed over the most awful (and thrill- 
ing) temptations, to the accompaniment of 
sentimental effusions and astonishing coinci- 
dences. A contribution to literary history and 
Americana.

Bottome, Phyllis. The secret stair. Har- 
court, $3.50. May 13. 

The author’s long struggle with tuberculosis 
furnishes authentic background material for 
this story of life and death in a Swiss san- 
atorium, emphasizing human relationships 
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rather than clinical detail. Dr. John MacTag- 
gart has unlimited understanding for his pa- 
tients, but none at all for his wife Elizabeth, 
who once deliberately allowed a patient to 
die. The coming of two patients changes that: 
Father Michael, serenely prepared for his al- 
most certain death, finds strength to help the 
MacTaggarts toward a reconciliation, and sur- 
prises everyone by recovering, while the 
young and lovely Caroline, who should have 
had the better chance, spreads scandal and 
malice abroad before she dies as a result of 
her inability to recognize her own lies for 
what they are. 


Phelps, Gilbert. The heart in the desert, 
a novel. Day, $3.75. May 13. 


A slow and studied novel in the form of a 
biography which reveals more in the long 
run about the biographer, a British critic, 
than his subject, Martin Crystal, the late 
novelist who was his lifelong friend. Through 
his thick lenses the critic saw Martin realize 
everything he could not realize, take every- 
thing he could not possess. He begrudged 
Martin his creative power, disarming person- 
ality, literary fame, and a perfect marriage 
with the girl he had coveted himself. A subtle 
exercise in self-revelation, told with a dry 
and cerebral deliberation that will limit its 
appeal to the discerning reader. Published

Remarque, Erich Maria. A time to love 
and a time to die; tr. by Denver Lindley. 
Harcourt, $3.95. May 20. 

With an impact that calls to mind his All 
quiet on the western front, Remarque por- 
trays the latest generation of lost young Ger- 
man in the person of Ernst Graeber, doomed 
in defense of the government he obeys even 
while he feels contempt for its incumbents. 
On leave from the Russian front, Ernst con- 
ducts a useless search for his parents, then 
drifts into an affair with Elisabeth Kruse, 
passively anti-Nazi like himself. Realizing 
that he has fallen in love with Elisabeth, 
Ernst marries her, and returns to the front 
in the certainty that he will die, because he 
has lost the feeling of invulnerability that 
proceeded from indifference to his fate.

It also constitutes a 
guide to the research methods used in the 
political, social, and economic aspects of 
American history. The first half deals with 
the methods and resources, the second pre- 
sents detailed lists of readings, arranged by 
historical periods. Compiled by top ranking 
Harvard scholars, this guide is a weil-organ- 
ized reference tool for the student or scholar 
concerned with current methods and re- 
sources in American history. It supersedes 
Channing, Hart, and Turner’s Guide to the 
study and reading of American history 
(Booxkuist 9:349, Ap 13).

R. M. French. 1954. 156p. Harper, $2.50. 


A Russian philosopher discusses the philo- 
sophical significance of Christian revelation, 
existentialism, freedom, godlessness, Hell, 
transcendentalism, and the relations between 
religion, physical science, and history. The 
style and content presuppose a rather ex- 
tensive familiarity on the part of the reader 
with the thought and writings of modern 
philosophers and a considerable acquaintance 
with Christian theological concepts.

Dutton, 
Centered about the life of Paul Revere’s 


father, Apollos Rivoire, a French Huguenot 


lad sent to Colonial Boston to escape persecu- 
tion and apprenticed to a famous silver- 
smith, this is the story of the Huguenot 
emigrations from eighteenth-century France, 
Steeped in the history of the period, the 
author describes with vivid detail the Euro- 
pean background, the ocean voyage, and life 
in Puritanical Boston as encountered by the 
thirteen-year-old French apprentice. An ab- 
sorbingly readable and informative contribu- 
tion of historical research into Huguenot in- 
fluence on American culture.

Illus- 
trations taken from the engravings of the 
eighteenth-century satirical artist, William 
Hogarth, with captions pointing up modern 
sociological implications, sharply emphasize 
the author’s point of view. Of interest to both 
sociologists and the general reader.

As the author examines history, he identifies 
four basic types of dictatorships, each with 
its subtypes: the classical, such as Caesar, 
the pseudorevolutionary, exemplified by 
Péron, the counterrevolutionary, found in 
most Latin-American juntas, and the ultra- 
revolutionary or communist dictatorship. He 
shows that each of these exercises some 
function in the development of a social and 
political revolution, and demonstrates that 
the prevailing kind of dictatorship is a kind 
of gauge of socioeconomic pressures of a 
given time.

The subject of the book is the behavior of 
animals in their natural habitat. The author 
points out how much remains to be learned 
about the mammals in nature and how much 
has erroneously been assumed from obser- 
vation of domesticated or laboratory animals. 
The survey is arranged by subject—locomo- 
tion, food and feeding habits, sexual life and 
reproduction, migrations, development and 
longevity—and cites the behavior of various 
but does not discuss any species 
comprehensively or in detail. This presents a 
scientific approach to animal behavior but 
may be of some general interest to amateur 
nature lovers.

As 
senior medical officer with an expedition of 
Scots and Norwegians, he learned that al- 
though whaling ships have yielded to floating 
factories and iron harpoons to harpoon guns, 
the type of sailors who man the boats re- 
mains the same.
